Wo rld Wa r 
I wa s fo ug ht o v er tha t issue, if o ne ca n remember 
tha t fa r ba ck a nd a lso if o ne is no t co nfused by 
a ll the o ther rea so ns why we fo ug ht Wo rld Wa r I 
such a s to ma ke the wo rld sa fe fo r demo cra cy 
which it nev er beca me. 


Castro is u ndou btedly jockeying for something 
By 
seizing the water company, he forces direct dealing 
with him. The Nav7 mu st appeal to him for water if 
w-e do not want to fig ht over it. or if we do want to 
fig ht, then there is a war. It is not impossible that 
Castro mig ht find war as a solu tion to his many prob­ 
lems becau se he u ndou btedly assu mes that the Soviet 
Universal State wou ld come to his assistance, which 
m ay or may not be so. 
Ru ssia's foreig n policy strateg ically is based on the 
Marxist concept of the inevitable conversion of the 
entire world to Marxism. 
Tactically. Soviet Ru ssia 
switches ifs policy hither and yon to serve immediate 
ends and to reach essential g oals. 
Tactically. Soviet 
Ru ssia pu rsu es no idealistic pu rpose, accepting what- 
ever means or ends are u sefu l to the u ltimate strateg y. 
This basis for Soviet condu ct was laid down by 
Lenin who even retreated to NEP—the New Elconomic 
Policy—for a short time, g iving the Western world a 
belief that Commu nism mig ht be abandoned — a false 
belief desig ned to be precisely that. 
Cu ba is not in the g rand strateg y of Soviet im­ 
perialism. It is a base with a dou ble objective, namely, 
to irritate the United States and’ to penetrate Latin 
America by means of Latin American Commu nists. 
For many years. Mexico was the seat of Commu nist 
activity for the American continents with Vicente Lom­ 
bardo Toledano as the head man. 
Bu t the Mexican 
g overnment was, on the whole, antag onistic to Soviet 
activities and Toledano’s influ ence waned in Latin 
America as the center of activity shifted from the 
proletariat to the intellectu al. 
Also in Mexico there 
were many Trotzkyists who are more obnoxiou s to the 
Kremlin than capitalists. Cu ba, with Rau l Castro and 
Che Gu evara in charg e, is a mu ch better base, more 
effective, and with a g overnment completely allied to 
the Soviet Universal State. 
In a word, the Cu ban 
•itu ation offered a very effective opportu nity for Soviet 
Ru ssia.

World War 
I was fought over that issue, if one can remember 
that far back and also if one is not confused by 
all the other reasons why we fought World War I 
such as to make the world safe for democracy 
which it never became. 


Castro is undoubtedly jockeying for something 
By 
seizing the water company, he forces direct dealing 
with him 
The Navy must appeal to him for water if 
we do not want to fight over it. or if we do want to 
fight, then there is a war. 
It is not impossible that 
Castro might find war as a solution to his many prob­ 
lems because he undoubtedly assumes that the Soviet 
Universal State would come to his assistance, which 
may or m ay not be so. 
Russia's foreign policy strategically is based on the 
Marxist concept of the inevitable conversion of the 
entire world to Marxism 
Tactically, Soviet Russia 
switches ifs policy hither and yon to serve immediate 
ends and to reach essential goals. 
Tactically, Soviet 
Russia pursues no idealistic purpose, accepting what­ 
ever m eans or ends are useful to the ultim ate strategy. 
This basis for Soviet conduct was laid down by 
Lenin who even retreated to NEP—the New Economic 
Policy—for a short time. giving the W estern world a 
belief that Communism might be abandoned — a false 
belief designed to he precisely that 
Cuba is not in the grand strategy of Soviet im­ 
perialism. It is a base with a double objective, namely, 
to irritate the United States and to penetrate Latin 
America by means of Latin American Communists 
For m any years, Mexico was the seat of Communist 
activity for the American continents with Vicente Lom­ 
bardo Toledano as the head man 
But the Mexican 
government was, on the whole, antagonistic to Soviet 
activities and Toledano's influence waned 
in Latin 
America as the center of activity shifted from the 
proletariat to the intellectual 
Also in Mexico there 
were m any Trotzkyists who are more obnoxious to the 
Kremlin than capitalists. Cuba with Raul Castro and 
Che Guevara in charge, is a much better base, more 
effective, and with a government completely allied to 
the Soviet Universal State 
In a word, the Cuban 
situation offered a very effective opportunity for Soviet 
Russia. 


The weakness in this plan. however, is in the 
personality of Fidel Castro who is less a revolution­ 
ary than a narcissist, less a statesman than an 
actor. 
He has antagonized most of the people of 
the United States by his overt antagonism to this 
country, bv his fraternization with Khrushchev, by 
his seizure of American property and bv his brutal 
killings. 
If Castro believes thai by controlling the 
water of Guantanamo, he can Jockey the United 
States into accepting his regime, he ought to learn 
quickly and forcibly that he is mistaken. 


The American em bargo on trade with Cuba applies 
to the sale of American goods to Cuba 
It doe* not 
affect the purchase of Cuban goods. 
In 
a word. 
American dollars may still go to Cuba 
A Philadelphia 
distiller of whisky recently bought 120 000.000 gallons 
of m olasses from Castro at an average of IO cents a 
gallon. Had this molasses not been purchased. Castro 
would have had to pour it into the ocean because Cuba 
ly k s storage space 
Purchases from Cuba ought to be stopped if an 
economic war against Cuba is to be effective.

Last June in Bucharest, and again

Moscow 
Khrushchev had to defend the 
whole line of the Twentieth Con­ 
gress. with extra emphasis on the 
view that w ar was not inevitable, 
at large rallies of the world Com­ 
munist leadership. 
The Bucharest meeting ended in 
open discord; 
and the Moscow 
meeting only produced an empty 
formula intended to mask an en­ 


during dispute For these reasons 
and for m any others, it cannot be 
taken for granted that the next 
Party Congress will 
again 
ap­ 
prove 
the 
relatively 
peaceable 
guide-lines laid down by the last 
Congress. In fact, the Poles, the 
Yugoslavs, and even some Soviet 
leaders have been apprehensively 
warning that very different guide­ 
lines are quite pQssihle, 
If the new Congress merely con­ 
cludes that another World War is 
highly likely after all. the whole 
aim and character of Soviet pol­ 
icy will autom atically change at 
once.

In other words, the

He has already indicated his dis­ 
taste for the former American 
style of play — big public talk 
about “ the world Communist con­ 
spiracy.”

crippling privately imposed f i l ­ 
ings on the national defense bud­ 
get 
But Kennedy still has to de­ 
cide whether to deal with Khrush- 
chev at arm s length or face-to- 
face. in an Allied-crowd or tete- 
a-tete 
Among these alternatives, face- 
to-face and then the tete-a-tete 
seems the most likely method to 
be chosen, at least for a starter.
